Immigration- 

The reader will bo aware that u Cun- 
feretce was reconily held at Oitiiwa 
for tho purpOM3 of conHiderini,' tho bo^t 
mocio of promoiiog emif;raiion to ibo 
Dominion. At this Coi fore n)a each of 
the Provii(ce« was roproBeuiod, T L 
Stablsohimdt B^q. aoiiug on behalf ol 
British Colnmbio. Tho Conference had 
risen before the mail lolt ; yet wo are 
left wilflout any dcfii ito inf .rniiiiion us 
to resultP. All wo know is that it de- 
cided in favor of granliog a Pederel 
BUbkidy lo each Province for immigra- 
tion purposes. This information is im- 
portont as far as it goes. The qnestioo 
of peopling ihe vast acres of this now 
empire with tho surplua population ol 
tho old 18 the liirgo-t and most irnpoi- 
tanl aobjocts that can occupy lb« alteu. 
tion of our staicsmen ; nay, it is one ol 
the most imporient eobjects that can oc- 
cupy the attentton of statesmen of tho 
parent empire— one cf tbo^o queHtlons 
which concerns both empires uliko. Th.- 
one wun'.fl prquilatinn. The oUur wimtK 
to got rid of it'^ hurfUiH pcpniution, and 
tbo highest duly of each ia to equalizo 
this difparity. It will become tho doty 
of oar Provincial Qoverument to muku 
immediato preparation for acti!,f( iis 
part in this great woik; uiuJ 
«nro!y ibero is i.o part ot 
tho vast Dominion Mtimdini; more in 
need of, or presenting grooiur nalurul 
iodaoemeols to, population ibau British 
Colnmbia.
